necessary  in  France,  The  Executive  Committee  has  discussed 
this  question  with  the  League  and  the  Congress  will  certainly 
convince  the  f rench  comrades  that  for  the  currying  on  of  the 
economic  work  among  the  young  workers  no  special  youth 
sections  in  the  trade  unions  are  necessary. 

In  Italy  the  eeonomic-trude  union  work  has  always  been 
mu  new  hoi  neglected.

Alter  this  preparatory  work,  the  Young  Communist  Inter- 
national strengthened  its  international  united  front  campaign, 
the  greatest  resistance  against  unity  was  naturally  in 
Germany  and  Austria  among  the  social  democrats.  For  this 
reason  Ilit"  Executive  Committee  issued  special  materials,  for 
these  countries  as  for  instance  the  booklet  *'L'nity  Comedy  or 
United  Front"  by  (Win  tlier  HopHe*  the  leaflet  ”End  Station 
Hamburg'*  by  Willi  Seldom  for  Austria  and  other  materials.

Insufficient  help  on  the  part  of  the  National  Executive 
Committees  was  a very  great  handicap  for  ,,u‘  w _ 1,1 

the  dcpnrlment  of  the  rural  youdi.  All  questions  and  re- 
tmesis  that  were  addressed  to  the  Nnlminnl  Executive 
Committees  remained  unanswered  uud  they  maintained  tlo  ir 
former  indifferent  attitude  to  the  work  among  the  rural  ymilli. 
From  no  country  is  good  and  complete  material  on  the  situa- 
tion of  the  rural  youth  available.  Only  very  few-  Leagues 
(Finland, Bulgaria,  Great  Britain,  Italy.  Norway  und  Russia) 
have  forwarded  to  the  Executive  Committee  materials  on 
the  situation  of  the  rural  workers  and  peasant  youth  in  their 
country.  The  Executive  Committee  has  therefore  succeeded 
only  after  very  great  difficulties  and  by  special  measures,  in 
• ilituining  material  on  the  most  important  agrarian  coun- 
tries, und  this  does  not  contain  actual  figures  on  ihe  youth. 
I Only  after  the  Fourth  Bureau  Session  was  it  possible  to 
strengthen  this  work  somewhat.  At  this  lime  some  Leagues 
mil  n i readv  taken  up  tilt*  work  on  ibis  I ield  by  establishing 
national  departments  for  it.  The  tiermun  League  in  Decem- 
ber of  last  year  included  special  demands  for  the  rural 
you  til  in  its  economic  program.  On  the  occasion  of  Its  con- 
gress in  February  of  this  year  tiie  Norwegian  League  paid 
special  attention  to  the  work  among  the  young  rural  wor- 
kers, small  peasant  amt  fishing  youth  and  set  up  special  de- 
mands for  the  rural  workers  and  smalt  peasant  youth  in 
ut-eiirdancc  with  the  program  of  action  adopted  by  Hie  last 
bureau  Session.  Further  the  Chech O-Slovakian  and  the  Ju- 
goslavian Leagues  treated  the  problem  of  the  rural  youth  at 
their  national  congresses  and  passed  special  decisions  on  it. 

The  Executive  Committee  participated  in  the  third  inter- 
national conference  of  the  revolutionary  rural  and  forest 
workers  amt  in  Hu*  internal imml  peasant  conference  which 
took  place  ill  autumn  of  Inst  year  in  Moscow.

I nr  League  in  Corea  tins  now  gained  a firm  foothold  in 
the  heart  of  Corea  itself,  in  September  of  last  year  for  the 
first  tune  in  tins  country  the  International  Day  of  Youth  was 
celebrated  in  Ceul.  For  the  first  lime  open  demonstrations 
nnd  meetings  organized  by  the  Leagues  took  place,  which  in 
consideration  of  the  furious  persecutions  of  all  communists  by 
the  Japanese  government,  is  a proof  that  our  comrades  have 
already  a considerable  influence  in  Corea.

In  Africa  tlie  Young  Communist  Intemalionn!  possesses 
a good  section*  the  Young  Communist  League  of  South  Africa* 
which  is  working  very  well-  Our  comrades  there  have  un- 
derstood how  to  base  their  work  on  the  political  events  and 
(he  topical  needs  of  the  youth  and  have  in  this  way  consul*  r- 
ahly  extended  their  influence.  They  have  already  begun 
to  extend  this  influence  to  Ihe  negro  youth,  lo-dnv  the 
league  has  only  while  members,  hut  it  has  nlreudy  created 
the  basis  for  the  admission  of  negroes  into  the  organ  bum  lion. 

Ihe  French  League  began  to  work  among  the  African 
natives  in  Algiers.  The  propaganda  among  the  African  sol- 
ders, that  was  started  at  the  beginning  of  the  Ruhr  occupa- 
tion (we  have  already  succeeded  in  issuing  Literature  in 
the  Morrocnn  language)  has  considerably  improved  the  pos si- 
bililies  for  a broader  beginning  ot  this  work  in  Hu*  Airicnn 
colonies*  rile  connections  are  established  through  the  re- 
hirning  soldiers*  so  that  we  will  have  heller  conditions  for 
I his  work  in  the  future, 

the  work  for  the  future  period  is  clear.  After  the  con- 
quest of  Asia  hv  the  Young  Communist  International.  we 
nuist  endeavor  to  conquer  the  Atriciui  natives*  \\  v must 
furthermore  under  all  circumstances  establish  a strong  Young 
Communist  League  in  Hritlish  India,

Tlu*  center  of  the  work  among  the  children  iuv  in  the 
strengthening  ot  Ihe  children's  movement  in  those  countries 
"1,e,v  Communist  Children’s  Groups  were  already  in  ,.x 
islence,  (Germany,  France,  Scan  din  a via.  Switzerland,  Ffol 
hnut,  etc.)  With  the  exception  of  the  French  and  the  Juqo- 
sluyian  children’s  movement,  the  connections  with  the  Exe- 
cutive Committee  were  good,  and  the  Executive  Committee 
was  able  to  lead  the  movements  in  the  various  countries  from 
i hsi  to  case.  Detailed  directions  were  elaborated  for  every 
League  on  the  basis  of  the  concrete  problems,  so  that  il 
was  always  possible  to  have  a correct  influence  on  the  work. 
Special  organizational  instructions  were  given  to  the  French. 
Itn-  German  and  the  American  children's  groups  (the  latter 
weic  formed  only  ill  May  1 ) . In  France  the  main  attention 

was  directed  to  the  establishment  of  a uniform  leadership 
til  the  Young  Communist  League  over  all  children's  groups 
hicli  were  still  under  the  leadership  of  various  organizations. 
In  Germany  Ihe  children's  movement  was  prohibited  together 
w ith  the  Communist  Shirty  amiL  the  Young  Communist  League. 
Ihe  Executive  Loin  mil  tee  gave  concrete  instructions  to  Ilia 
German  children  s groups  so  that  they  could  continue  their 
Work  despite  the  illegality.  In  America  the  children’s  groups 
l-hminr  Section  nl  the  ’toting  Workers  League)  were  in  the 
beginning  incorrectly  organized.  The  League  had  created 
two  different  organizations  for  two  different  ages.  This 
was  improved  according  to  the  injunctions  of  the  Executive 
Gommiltcc  and  to-day  our  American  children's  groups  arc 
working  I will  educationally  and  politiculv  very  well.  In 
Scandinavia  (Norway  and  Sweden)  Ihe  Exceu  live*  Com  mi  tier 
pa'd  special  attention  to  the  wrong  conception  of  the  adults 
( uncle  psychology  and  Ihe  insufficient  militant  activity  and 
independent  intuitive  of  the  children).

American  children’s  groups  have  furthermore  succeeded  in 
getting  |he  Workers  Sunday  Schools  in  Chicago  undti  tin  n 
leadership.  At  present  the  amalgamation  of  these  Schools 
with  the  Junior  Section  is  being  prepared.  The  National 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Young  Woikers  League  o 
America  issued  a special  bulletin  for  thc  leaders  of  the

The  children’s  groups  in  Great  llritniii*  Finland  and  Nm-

the  organs  of  thc  children's  groups  have  considerably 
improved  in  thc  past  period.  In  a number  <,r  countries 
(America,  Finland.  Norway)  the  children  are  already  them- 
selves participating  in  the  editing  of  their  magazines.  In 
Ou*  respect  Hi v Finnish  children's  paper  was  particularly 
and  it  has  now  been  suppressed  hy  the  white  dictator 
ship  The  Swedish  children's  paper  1ms  Ihe  greatest  number 
’ f deficiencies  til  though  recently  it  has  improved  somewhat. 
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A deficiency  ol  tin*  whole  children's  movement  is  still  \lw 
fm  l that  llu*  active  young  comrades  pay  too  little  utieuiinn 
this  important  problem.  The  same  must  also  be  said  of 
Hit'  Party  comrades. 


For  Ihe  next  period  the  main  task  on  this  Held  in  mi 
countries  %%  ill  he  to  strengthen  the  political  activity  of  the 
Communist  Children's  Groups^  t c » form  everywhere  school 
nuclei,  and  to  transform  the  children's  organ  more  and  more 
into  mass  organs  of  the  working  class  children.  The  child- 
ren's groups  themselves  must  he  freed  from  their  Sunday 
school  character,  that  partly  still  exists  and  must  be  trans- 
formed into  mass  and  fighting  organizations  of  all  prole- 
tarian children. 


Sports, 

the  work  on  the  Field  of  sports  limited  itself  mainly  to 
participation  in  the  leadership  of  the  Red  Sport  Inlernulionnl. 
In  a number  of  Leagues  the  problem  of  the  working  of  the 
sport  organizations  was  thoroughly  discussed  and  directions 
worked  out.  This  showed  the  growing  importance  of  this  work. 
WY  must  nevertheless  say.  that  the  individual  Leagues  have 
still  paid  too  little  attention  to  this  activity.  A special  deficiency 
is,  that  the  decision  of  the  Fourth  Bureau  Session,  to  carry 
through  a discussion  in  the  Leagues  on  the  problem  of  Ihe 
cultural  organizations,  lias  not  been  carried  through*  1 ho 
executive  Com  mil  tec  has  tried  to  start  this  discussion  by 
sonic  articles  in  the  "International  of  Youth’1,  The  Leagues, 
however,  have  not  reacted  to  this,  so  that  this  problem  will 
again  be  discussed  at  this  congress  without  sufficient  pre- 
paration. 


The  publishing  activity. 

The  publishing  activity  lias  passed  through  a great  deve- 
lopment during  the  period  under  survey  and  bus  been  con- 
siderable extended.  On  the  one  hand  it  supported  the  whole 
activity  of  the  Young  Communist  International  on  all  fields 
and  on  the  other  hand  the  basis  was  laid  for  the  publishing 
activity  to  gradually  contribute  to  Hie  financing  of  the 
activity  of  the  Young  Communist  IntermititmuL  W disregard 
to  the  latter,  only  a small  beginning  has  been  made,  while 
tile  first  mentioned  task  was  interrupted  by  the  prohibition

V urtherinore  there 
appeared  in  the  German  language  1,600,000  posters  and  leal  - 
lets  (main l v for  the  Ruhr  struggle).  The  edition  of  Ihe  Eng- 
lish publications  for  all  Utterature  with  the  exception  of  the 
periodicals,  is  for  1923,  28.000,  of  tlic  French  publications 
7,000.  Furthermore  a Tew  booklets  were  issued  in  the  Chech. 
Swedish,  Russian  and  Norwegian  languags.  of  which  the  exact 
figures  are  for  the  moment  not  Available, 

The  activity  of  the  Publishing  House  was.  us  already  men- 
tioned above,  seriously  interrupted  by  the  illegal  period  in 
Germany.  Th©  moving  of  the  publishing  house  to  another 
country  took  some  time  und  the  financial  conditions  for 
this  were  difficult  to  create,  particularly  as  the  Leagues  have 
hardly  supported  llu-  Executive  Committee  in  this  respect. 
The  nmmehti  situation  of  our  Publishing  House  was  for  a 
lung  time  very  bad*  caused  by  the  fact  that  Individual  Leagues 
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
